KOOTENA Y DR. AND VR. 

Tho junior membor for Lillooet, Mr. 
Allen, is certuinly doing yoeraan'a service 
ou the lloor of the l\ouao in asking very 
pertinent questiunn and eliciting oqually 
pertinent answers from members of the 
government. Friday's interrogatory as to 
tho amount paid to and received from 
Kootenay by the provincial government 
brought out in bold reliof somo startling 
figures on tho Dr. side of tho account with 
that district and tho almost equally start- 
ling figures, but in tho othor diroction, 
on the Cr. side. In five years, or during 
the torm of tho Walkem-Boaven adminis- 
tration, tho two members sont by that 
constituency of between ID and 20 voters 
pocketed $8,800, 84,400 each, sessional 
allowance and miloago, equivalent to 
S880 each per annum for their public ser- 
vices to tho country. Tho most ultra 
supporters of tho lato government will ac- 
knowledge that one member should have 
been takon away from the district at the 
close of the second parliament early in 
1878; and had this been done and an- 
othor moinbor given to New Westminster 
district half tho bill, anything but a little 
one, for mileage would have been saved 
to tho province. Nearly $'-'7,000 have 
Leon expended during tho five years 
specified, including tho month of Decem- 
ber last, whilo tho revonuo collected for 
the sanio length of time amountod to less 
than £11,500. These figures mean that 
for every dollar received from that elec- 
toral district tho public treasury has paid 
out something over $2,30. It is all very 
well to deal generously with far away lo- 
calities, but generosity to one district 
should be measured by justice to others. 
In the past Kootenay has certainly ob 
tained much more from tho public purse 
than she was entitled to, to say nothing 
of having two representatives on tho floor 
of the house when by right there ought 
not to have been ono. 



THE LAND GOBBLE. 

The chief topic of conversation yoster- 
day was tho fencing in of the Quadra 
stroet sidewalk by tho Bishop of Colum- 
bia. Knots of men gathered everywhere 
discussing the affair and the sciitimont was 
unanimous that the act is an invasion of 
public rights. It is stated that his lord- 
ship has acted on the authority of the 
mayor and council; but the records of 
the council are soarched in vain for evi- 
dence that tho matter was evor discussed 
there. It is said, further, that tho line 
adopted by the bishop is tho truo line of 
tho street. But it is a notorious fact that 
tho owners of property on the west side 
of Government street, betweon Fort 
and Johnson are entitled to from 
two to four feet of tho present line 
of sidewalk; yet when John RusboII 
tried to oncloso nineteen inches of tho 
sidewalk at the corner of Johnson and 
Government streets there was a universal 
cry of indignation. The press took tho 
matter up and tho city council directed 
the lino of the building to be sot back. 
Tlte public are waiting to seo whether the 
bishop will bo treated with more consid- 
eration than Mr. Russell received. In 
any oaBO tho use of the sidewalk by the 
public for twenty-one years has destroyed 
any claim that private persons may have 
onco possessed it. Tho bishop might 
tako possession of the cemetery with as 
much propriety as he lias gobbled up the 
sidewalk. 



Tim CHINESE BUOY AND THE 
DOCK. 

The Standard (whose editor is the larg 
est holder of Chinese property in Victoria) 
puts forward its Chinese bogy as a reason 
why tho dry dock should not bo handed 
over to Canada. In face of the fact that 
Mr. Ondordonk after nearly throo years' 
trial has found Chinese labor unprofit- 
able, and is rapidly substituting white 
labor, would not the dominion govern- 
ment profit by his experience and follow 
his good example? Tho bogy would have 
scared peoplo a year ago. It has no 
terrors now, because its potency has do- 
parted. Ripped open, it has been ascer- 
tained to bo u cheap sort of sham — a saw- 
dust-stuffed bugaboo to frighten white 
peoplo with and help greedy politicians 
to rotain or regain place. John's influ- 
ence is gone. Ho has boon found out. 
His labor at $1.25 a day has boon shown 
to bo moro expensive than white labor at 
$2.50. Tho ovil has cured itsolf. Thore 
will bo no ChincBo employed on the dock 
if tho Dominion government Bhould take 
tho work over. White men aro pouring 
into tho country, and next fall the Chin- 
ese will pour out. Tho owners of Chinese 
tenoment property at tho corner of Cor 
morant and Government stroets will 
suffer severely by the loss of their ten- 
ants; but the country at large will ben- 
efit by their departure. If solid argu- 
ment can bo advanced why the dock 
should not bo handed over to tho Domin- 
ion government — not as a gift, but upon 
repaymont of all the money tho province 
has expended upon it — the public would 
liko to hoar it. But they aro not to bo 
scared any moro by (he exploded Chin- 
ese humbug. 



Canada. 

Ottawa, March 15. — Chief of l'olice 
Grant received tho following written in 
red ink on a postal card from Chicago 
last evening: 

" Old Wiggins, or Muggins, is the most 
condensed old falsifier on earth. Does he 
still oxist, and if so is he comfortablo 1 
Can you placo him on this side of the line 
for about five minutes ? If so ploaso name 
the time and place. Old Tico will bo 
thero to moot him. Tho object is to get 
rid of two old persons at one lick. Dy- 
namite, etc., will fetch him, 

" Rod. Stokes." 

The oldest inhabitant of the Dominion 
died yesterday, at lake Megantic, a widow 
named Mary Hughes Gravos. She was a 
native of England, but lor three quarters 
of a century was a resident of Canada. 
She was aged 118 years, and it is over 
half a contury since he r husband died. 
Sho was possessed of all her mental facul- 
ties to tho last. 

It ia stated that tho now political party 
is endeavoring to establish tho authority 
of the Catholic church in the direction of 
education, and will support tho josuita in 
their claims for tho recovery of confiscat- 
ed lands. 

E. A. Duchane, the broker, extradited 
to Belgium for swindling his clients, has 
boon sentenced to a year's imprisonment. 
His wifo received the same punishment as 
un accomplice. 

Montreal, March 15.— Fogarty & 
Bros., manufacturers, long established 
hero, failed to-day. Liabilities estimated 
at 8130,000; assets not yot known, as the 
firm has only commenced taking stock. 
The creditors think they will get fifty 
cents on the dollar. 



EUROPE. 

London, March 13. — Tho Oxfords 
had the best of. an uneven .start. 
They pulled a regular stroke, nearly 
forty to the minute, and were almost 
clear of the Cambridge boat at Cray en 
Steps, and about six furlongs from tho 
start. The Cambridge boat here deflect- 
ed towards the Middlesex shore. The 
Oxfords, at the end of the first mile, 
which they covered in 4:15, were two 
lengths ahead and row ing well together. 
Here tho darkness thickened and snow- 
began to fall, the Cambridge crew 
splashing considerably. By the time, 
the soap works were reached at Ham- 
mersmith bridge, 1| miles from Pino 
street, 

CAMBRIDGE WAS NINE SECONDS BEHIND 

Oxford ; at Cheswick Eyot, three-quar- 
ters of a mile further on, four lengths 
astern and going better. A violent 
hail storru here broke upon tho crews 
and tho Cambridgo eight quickened 
their speed, but in passing Corney 
reach it was evident that all was over 
with them. The Oxfords came in easy 
winnors. Tho result caused greater 
excitement than any previous race, in 
consequence of heavy betting on the 
Cambridge crew, who at the start were 
favorites at seven to two. The defeat 
of a crow on whom such odds were 
laid is unprecedented. 

London, March 15. — The annual 
boat race between crews from Oxford 
and Cambridge universities takes place 
on the Thames river this afternoon. 
The course will be from Putney to 
Mortlako, a distance of four miles and 
two furlongs. 

The boats started at 5:41. The 
Cambridge had the Middlesex side, of 
the river, and tho Oxford the 
Surrey side, The Oxford led by n 
length at Duke's Head, a short dis- 
tance from the starting point, and won 
by three lengths. 

London, March 15. — Parnellites re- 
gard tho unyielding tone of Gladstone's 
speech, respecting the land act, as sat- 
isfactory so far as it is calculated to as 
sist in promoting an appeal to Ameri- 
ca for fresh funds. 

LoNDON,|March 15. — The press as- 
sociation says it is slated, on good au- 
thority, that James Mullett, one of the 
murder conspiracy prisoners, has given 
information implicating Patrick Egan 
and several others in the Dublin crimes. 
The information is said to bo sufficient 
to justify the arrest of Egan when he 
returns from America. 

DUBLIN, March 15, — Egan's repudi- 
ation of connection with the Phoenix 
park murders, and the testimony ex- 
culpating Sheridan, are regarded with 
incredulous ridicule. 

Dublin, March 15. — It is stated 
that Joe Brady, a conspiracy prisoner, 
has confessed that he murdered Lord 
Cavendish and Burke. 

Paris, March 1G. — On a motion be 
ing announced in the chamber of dep- 
uties to authorize the prosecution of 
Savary, member of the chamber and 
director of the Rhone et Loire bank, 
for malversation in connection with 
the affairs of the bank, Savary proven- 
tod the necessity of debating the mo- 
tion by resigning hiu seat. 

Paris, March 15. — Fifteen anar- 
chists visited the office of the Intrant- 
igeant and attempted to compel Henri 
Rochefort|the editor, to insert a note- 
in his paper denouncing its report of 
the riot, last Friday, as slanderous. 
The police have since protected the 
premises, although Rochefort declined 
their services when proffered. 

Paris, March 15. — Explosives have 
been found in the houso of a man nam- 
ed Pouget, who has been arrested. It 
is expected that information touching 
the doings of theanarchists, more vital 
than any Louise Michel could furnish 
will be obtained from hi in. 

Paris, March 15. — At the socialist 
meeting on the Champ do Mars Sun 
day, if the crowds refuse to disperse 
three legal warnings will be given. 
If these warninge are not heeded the 
rioters will be arrested. 

Paris, March 15. — The government 
has resolved to expel, upon completion 
of their sentences, all foreigners who 
were convicted of complicity in the 
riots here. They aro mostly Germans. 

Paris, March 15.— Four anarchists, 
including two members of the press, 
have been sentenced to two year's im- 
prisonment and to pay a fine of :'<00 
francs for delivering seditious speeches. 

Baden Baden, March 15. — The fu 
neral of the lato Prince Gortschakofl' 
took placo from the Russian chapel 
here yesterday. Physicians who at- 
tended Prince Gortschakofl' said there 
was enough grounds for suspecting 
that tho prince had been poisoned. 
The evidence of the prince's mistress 
and his valet confirms the suspicions. 
In his will, made on his deathbed, the 
prince requests the authorities to sup- 
press any inquiry as to whether he 
had been poisoned. 

Berlin, March 15. — The hog pro 
duct decree goes into force the month 
after its promulgation, as sent to the 
reichstag. The semi-official press rep 
presents the matter as purely a san- 
itary one. The liberals denounce it 
as protective m its character. 

Berlin, March 15. — The emperor 
has declined to accept the resignation 
of Admiral Volsctoch, chief of the 
ministry of marine. 

London, March 15. — Parncll's 
friends have resolved to take the ques- 
tion of the proposed testimonial out 
of his hands, as a national movement 
in its favor is about to be started un- 
der the auspices of Archbishop Crook, 
D. Gray, M.P., and Cbas. Dawson, 
M.P. It is thought the response of 
the people will bo so emphatic as to 
induce the Irish leader to reconsider 
his decision ou the subject. Parnell's 
presence a tho convention in America 
may be regarded as almost certain. 
He speaks warmly of the efforts making 
to maintain the unity, strength and 
organization of the Irish race in t he 
.United States. Regarding Egan tho 
dispatcb says that Egan gave up nil 
Land Leajue funds months ago on his 



return to Dublin. It is supposed ap- 
plication will be made for his extradi- 
tion, not with the hope of its being 
successful, but in order to damage the 
leaders of the League. 

The Tories are determined to attack 
with vigor and persistence after Eas- 
ter, directing special efforts against the 
Bradlaugh bill. By this policy they 
hope to raise popular feeling in Eng- 
land against the Government. 

Dublin, March 10. — Watorford 
Court of Assi/.es was crowded to-day, 
as it was expected to proceed with the 
case agaist Biggar, Member of Parlia- 
ment, for his utterance in a speech he 
delivered in Watorford last December. 
No bill, however, was presented by 
the grand jury. 

London, March 10. — A dispatch to 
the Times from Dublin says the gov- 
ernment has refused to accept tho evi- 
dence of Janios Mullett. James Ca- 
rey, the informer has received letters 
from all parts of the kingdom notify- 
ing him there were plenty of men to 
taketheplacooftlio.se arrested. He 
is now not allowed to read papers con- 
taining attacks upon him. 

Paris, March 10. — Several warrants 
for the arrest of anarchists have been 
issued. 

The lodgings occupied by Louise Mi- 
chel before her flight have been search- 
ed and a number of documents found 
there and seized. 

The weekly statement of the Bank 
of h'rance shows a decrease of 1,975,- 
000 francs in gold, ami D,775,0OO 
francs in silver. 

Rome, March 15. — At tlie Consist- 
ory to-day tno pope appointed several 
bishops, including bishops at Vlnlifax, 
Charleston and Grand Rapid.s. 

VacunmiOO, ' March 15. — An att- 
empt was made to-day to blow up the 
Jewish bank with dynamite. 

London, March 1-1. — Wilbraham 
Edgerton, Liberal conservative, has 
been elected to Parliament from Man- 
chester, over William Latham, Liber- 
al. 

London, March 1 G. — The Times 
this morning says: In Manchester 
Leeds, Liverpool and London the feel- 
ing of for English workingmen the Irish 
people, once sympathetic, has become 
cold, and only depends on a few moro 
cases of dynamite outrages to turn 
this feeling into an hostility which 
tho authorities will find very difficult 
to control. 

Paris, March 11. — Count dn Cham- 
bo rd, in answering nn address* present- 
ed by 100 workingmen of Lyons, 
said the republic was infallibly lead- 
ing France to ruin. 

Liverpool, March 15. — Sixteen 
buildings in the business part of this j 
place have been burned. 

Eastern States- 

Little Rock, March 14. — It is consid- 
ered almost certain that three of the des- 
peradoes who stopped the Kurt Smith 
railway passenger train at Mulberry, a 
week ago to-night, murdered conductor 
Case and wounded Lester, a brakeman, 
will bo captured to-morrow. Thero wore 
four in the party, ono of whom, McDon- 
ald, was captured the morning after the 
crime. The other throe robbers aro sur- 
rounded in the mountains, and blood 
hounds were sent from Morrill, to drive 
them out. 

New York, March 15.— Telegram's 
Philadelphia special: The steamer Clau- 
dius sails Saturday for Aspinwall, taking 
the monster dredge Count Do Lesseps in 
tow. This dredge is tho first, one com- 
pleted of three similar ones. 

Uniontown, Pa., March 16.— Indigna- 
tion ovor Dukes' acquittal is unabated. 
The jury wero publicly hissed and joered 
this morning and left town as soon as 
possible. Dukes has gono homo to his 
mother. 

New Yoke, March 15— Tho Herald 
says: Besides agents employed by Prince 
Bismarck in London to negotiate for the 
purchase 1(1,000,000 acres of land ill 
Mexico, it has been loarnod that the 
prime minister has also a very active re- 
presentative engaged in the same bu.si- 
nesd.l So many Germans aro annually 
emigrating to the new world that tho (ler- 
man government desires to purchase land 
for the purpose of settling a colony in 
order to keep Germany's emigrants as 
much as possible under tho supervision of 
the government and controlled by Gorman 
laws. Negotiations aro pending for an- 
other lot, 9,000,000 acres, some of which 
is located on the coast of the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

New York, March 15. — A large num- 
ber of personal and political friends called 
to see Patrick Egan to-day, among others 
being his cousin, Rev. Mr. Egan, of Tar- 
ry town, New York. Many lottors of wel- 
come to this country have boon received 
by Egan from prominent men of the land 
league. One of these letters is from Mrs. 
Parnell, in which she most ardently wel- 
comes him, and says: " 1 hope your visit 
to America will bo the means of uniting 
all the strength and intelligence of the 
Irish race in a solid and harmonious, 
friendly, continual and practical advance 
of the Irish nation towards its right and 
ultimate placo and sphere of active free- 
dom and prosperity." 

Egan will remain in New York till next 
week. He is much harassed by report- 
ers. Ho said Parnell would soon be here 
also, lie eulogized Parnell and declared 
ho was one of the ablest managers in the 
world. 

St. Pai l, March 15. — II. Clark, Hie 
head contracting agent who constructed 
so much Northern Pacific road, has ar- 
rived at St. Paul, direct from Portland, 
Or., over the Northern Pacific transcon- 
tinental. To tho inquiry, when will the 
missing link of the Northern Pacific dis- 
appear, he answered in the 1st of August, 
probably, before that month closes cer- 
tainly. He said the gap at present is 
'.280 miles. Track laying is progressing 
from each end. 

New York, March 1C. — When O'Don- 
ovnn Possa was asked to-day whether the 
explosion in London was caused by dy- 
namite or was an accidental oxplosion of 
gas, he answered: " Wo could not follow 
out our system unless we used dynamite, 
and that is what caused the explosion. 
There was no accident about it." 

" Do you think it was intended to des- 
troy the building only, or kill thoso 
within f" 

" It was intended to do all damago 
possible, and it was done to show England 
sho had better give Ireland her own par- 
liament. England is at war with Ire- 
land, and Ireland should be at war with 
England." .i 

Rossa showed the following diqatch 
from Boston : 



; 'I congratulate you on tho news from 
London this morning. I can collect 
money now in Boston. 

(Signed) Jou.v D. Driscoll." 
Rossa said ho had received to-day an 
offer of money and that he can obtain all 
that is needed. In answor to a quostion 
as to what would next be done, he showed 
a letter advising him to publish in his pa- 
per a declaration oi war with England, 
signed by representative Irishmen, and 
that when this was dono it could not bo 
claimed that actions were dishonorable. 
As for weapons, all available ones should 
be used. This, ho said, was an answer. 

Patrick J. Sheridan, whoso extradi- 
tion to England has boon requested, said 
the work is that of Irishmen, and is but 
the advance pickot, and that much more 
will follow. England will shortly see 
that she must free Ireland or suffer tho 
consequences. 

New York, March 10.— Tho Tribune 
and journals interviewing Egan in regard 
to the Wostminstor oxplosion represent 
him and his colleagues — President Gal- 
lagher, John Dovoy, Moham, and P. J. 
Sheridan — as mirthfully incroduloua as to 
its alleged causo but quito wary and roti- 
cent. Egan thinks it may havo boon a 
gas explosion, but with our present in- 
formation wo cannot say anything about

Tho Tixnos Suggests Roprlsals. 



London, March 15. — A terrible gas ex- 
plosion in tho local government board 
ofiicos at Westminster, occurred at nine 
-■"'clock to-night, destroying much pro- 
perty. Tho report was heard in tho 
houso of commons and caused an alarm. 
The concussion was so great that it shook 
the side galleries and the reporters' gal- 
lery. It being dinner hour, but four 
members of the houso were iu the halt. 
Tho Duke of Edinburgh was in the peers' 
gallery, ( and seemod alarmed. The speak- 
er rung tho bell and asked the causo of 
the alarm. No one was injured. The 
wildest rumors aro afloat. Tho report 
resembled the discharge of an eighty-ton 
gun. 

NOTHING IS TO II K T0UC1IKD 

Till an inquiry is made. The full extent 
of tho damage cannot be estimated till 
d ' ' " : undred constables are 
uarding tho scoa The building has the 
appu.muiou ui naving been bombarded. 
There is a deep trench ten feet by three 
in one room, the floor of which has boon 
literally ploughed. Two children who 
were sleeping in a house at tho corner of 
King streot were thrown from their beds 
by tho force of the explosion and their 
faces were badly cut. They were takon 
to the police station. Every pane of glass 
in the vicinity iB shattorod. A man was 
arrested at midnight on suspicion of be- 
ing concernod in tho explosion. 

Latf.r— It is now believed the explo- 
sion was caused by dynamite, and was a 
deliberate attompt to blow up the govern- 
ment offices. 

Later — Tho explosion was undoubtedly 
the work of Fenians. Adjacent stieets 
were Glled with myriads of fragments of 
glass, and heavy plate glass was lying in 
heaps on the ground, A stone weighing 
200 pounds was projected against the 
King street police station, making a hole 
tho sua of a man's head.

London, Starch 10. — Thero is an enor- 
mous crowd gathered at tho scono of the 
explosion last night in the local govern- 
ment offices in Westminster. Tho gov- 
ernment inspector has made an examina- 
tion of the portion of tho building dam- 
aged by tho oxplosion, and places tne 
loss at £4000. The vessol which con- 
tained tho explosive material was placed 
in the cellar of tho local government 
board offices.

issuing special contracts, Richard Gray, 
the general freight agent, testified, deny- 
ing that the aystom ever existed in the 
state, although contracts were signed by 
merchants here with Eastern parties.

Tho Salvation Army in S^Titsorland. 

The Salvationists are subjected to 
great and shameful persecution in Swit- 
zerland, and havo few friends in the 
press. Even such papers as the Jour- 
nal de Geneve and the Tribune, though 
they demand for them justice and fair 
play, disapprove thoir doctrines and 
denounce their practices,' and tell them 
plainly that they oinuol possibly make 
any permanent impression on the pop- 
ulation of Geneva. The Genevois, or- 
gan of the local Government, tho Bund, 
and some other papers are more active- 
ly and bitterly hostile, not hesitating 
even to resort to coarse vituperation 
and gross misrepresentation. Miss 
Booth is compared to Louise Michel; 
the Salvationists are declared to be 
more dangerous to society than the an- 
archists; one day they are charged with 
obtaining recruits by bribery, another 
with making them pay for their con- 
version. The GenevoU i.i 'informed 
that since their arrival here tho Eng- 
lish leaders have extracted from their 
dupes 20,000 franc.-.; the Hand of Berne 
Stigmatizes them as a Sett wlcdelgesel- 
achaft, whom it is the duty of the Slate 
to send out of their country, and up- 
holds, of course, the action of the 
Council of State liore in forbidding 
their meetings. To these and some 
other misstatements and calumnies, 
Miss Booth has replied in a letter ad- 
dressed to one of the local papers, and 
"Colonel" Clibborn, who is a gentle- 
man belonging to n highly respectable 
family in tho North of Ireland, assures 
mo they have neither solicited subscrib- 
tions nor offered to any convert so 
much as a crimt of bread. But the 
most damaging attack to which the 
Salvationists have been exposed is a 
brochure, by the countess Agenor de 
Gasparin, of which she has been good 
enough to send me a copy, entitled 
"Annee" — soi-disant— -du Salut." As 
it. was written beforo the issue of the 
arreteoi the Council of 4tate, it has nec- 
essarily no reference to that event. 
The first part of the pamphlet consists 
of a translation of "General" Booth's 
Orders and Regulations for the Sal- 
vation Army," with an occasional bit- 
ter comment, followed by a resume, in 
which she impeaches the movement— - 
its aims, methods and proceedings—- 
as hurtful to society and disgraceful to 
religion. Mr. Booth's system, she says, 
as developed in his orders and regula- 
tions, is a military system. "Liberty, 
will, thought, individuality} are sup- 
pressed on all (lie line, and replaced by 
a single word — obedience. In the ma- 
terial world the system may have some 
advantages. In the spiritual world it 
is a crime against man, a sacriloge 
against God. Mr. Booth stops at no- 
thing. Usurping the Divine name 
and Divine authority, lie appropriates 
at the same time the rights of Gad. 
All the texts which define the attributes 
of God and men's duty to Him Mr. 
Booth adopts and applies to tne chief 
of the army. The army is the army of 
God. The commands of the chief are 
the commands of God. To join the ar- 
my in to be coii verted to God. To serve 

thearmy is to serve God Mr. Dooth 

tells us that he has in veil ted all this — sub- 
jection, military organization, Salvation 
Army. He basin vented nothing, Milita- 
ry autocracy in things spiritual — with 
extension of things temporal — battal- 
ions, battles, conquests, all existed before 
he was born. They were called monas- 
ic spirit, monastic organization, mon- 
astic invasions. There was. oven one 
who anticipated Mr. Booth in calling 
himself 'General' — tho General of the 
Jesuits. . . .Is Mr. Booth sincere? So 
was Loyola, and lie created the Order 
of Jesuits. Dominic was sincere, and 
he founded the Inquisition If Je- 
sus should descend to us, as all true 
Christians, humiliated by your acts, 
pray that Ho may, know you what He 
would do I He would break your 
trumpets and crush your platforms, 
tear the epaulettes from the shoulders 
of your officers, bid you:- women re- 
turn to their hearths, follow their do- 
mestic duties, cultivate humble virtues, 
fulfil their feminine mission. Your 
young girls! Do you believe that Je- 
sus, tearing away their veil of modesty, 
would expose them on your mounte- 
bank's stages and let them make pub- 
lic speeches? Do you believe that Ho 
would send them in full uniform, brav- 
ing a fire of questionable gallantries, 
to sell your pamphlets in tho streets of 
Paris, Jand make them beat tambour 
inbs in your bacchanalian processions? 
Jesus! Do not pronounce His name. 
Invoked in your theatres it is a pro- 
fanation tho more." I have quoted 
from this pamphlet at such longth be- 
cause I beliovc that so far as the Con- 
deathblow of the Salvation Army. 
Not alone is the Countess de Gasparin 
a great authority in the religious world, 
but her French is so nervous and ele- 
gant, her reasoning so powerful, and 
her denunciation so scathing that what 
she writes everybody reads. Her pam 
phlet was only published 2 1 hours 
since, and the edition is already ex 
hausted. Its exposure of the Salvation 
Armv will repel the masses — whoso 
passion is equality — as much as the 
charm of stylo will attract tho cultivat- 
ed. Infinitely more effective for its 
purpose than the decree of the Canton- 
al Government, the pamphlet may, per- 
haps, serve to teach that body and its 
supporters a lesson in toierance, and 
conqince them that, in the domain of 
opinion, the pen of the writer has su- 
perseded the authority of the State. — 
Times.

Lost His Hoad.

It is stated that I 
neither of the lads had any business i 
in it. The lift was put in motion 
from the first floor, and as it was go- 
ing past the second floor, William Wil- 
cox, aged 1G, residing at 2G Wickers- I 
ley grove, Lavendorhill, put his head 
over the . aide of the lift to "chaff" or 
talk to a girl employed in Lhe ware- 1 
house. While he was looking over, j 
the lift was still rising, and his head 
struck against a cross beam. The ' 
beam bore his head downwards, and i 
his neck became jammed between the 1 
beam and the side of the lift. Such 
was the force that while his head was 
firmly held, his legs went sraight up 
in the air. lie gave a dreadful shriek! j 
and the screams of the other boy call- I 
ed the attention of a number of work- 
people to the accident.
